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SELECTMEN'S  LETTER 

In  looking  back  on  the  past  >  ear  ever>'  Xewington  resi- 
dent can  point  with  pride  to  Unity  Day  1972.  The  day, 
with  all  the  festivities,  former  residents  and  visiting  digni- 
taries marked  the  end  of  nearly  twenty  years  of  frustra- 
tions of  a  divided  communit)-.  We  would  like  to  thank 
every  participant  for  making  this  occasion  a  most  success- 
ful reality. 

1972  also  marked  other  noted  accomplishments — the  ar- 
rival of  a  new,  versatile  ambulance  and  ordering  of  one 
of  the  most  modern  pieces  of  firefighting  apparatus  in 
the  area.  The  addition  of  these  two  pieces  of  equipment, 
augmented  b>'  special  training  classes,  continue  to  keep 
our  fire  department,  under  the  able  guidance  of  Chief 
Young,  in  readiness  for  any  emergency. 

Our  pohce  department,  under  Chief  Xavelski,  has  also 
been  improved  with  the  new  town-o\\'ned  police  cruiser, 
new  special  police  personnel  and  equipment.  Police  per- 
sonnel have  received  special  training  in  various  drug  and 
law  enforcement  programs.  As  with  any  new  s>stem, 
some  areas  for  in;iprovement  have  been  noted  and  will 
be  corrected  during  the  ensuing  >'ear.  The  low  incidence 
of  major  crime  in  the  communit)'  appears  to  justif\-  the 
town's  increased  expenditure  of  this  department. 

Town  buildings  are  generally  in  excellent  condition. 
The  selectmen  have  asked  for  some  allocations  in  the 
1973  budget  for  repairs  to  the  Meeting  House  steeple  and 
establishment  of  a  small  police  office  in  the  Old  Town 
Hall.  The  major  portion  of  these  renovations  will  be  per- 
formed by  town  personnel. 

Due  to  road  surfacing  improvement  programs  during 
the  past  three  years,  the  majorit)'  of  roads  in  the  residen- 
tial area  are  in  good  condition.  The  selectmen  endorsed 
the  proposal  of  the  Road  Agent  in  continuing  this  pro- 
gram in  1973  on  portions  of  Old  Dover  Road,  Airport 
Road  and  various  turnarounds  in  town. 

Although  our  tax  rate  was  again  lowered  in  1972  the 
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Board  of  Selectmen  share  the  basic  philosoph\'  of  paying 
capital  expenditures  on  short-term  notes.  We  would  point 
out  that  imminent  tax  reform  relative  to  public  utilities 
could  substantially  lower  our  tax  base  in  the  near  future, 
making  long  term  borrowing  extremel)'  unwise  for  the 
communit) .  With  an  extremely  limited  land  area  avail- 
able we  feel  strongly  that  the  most  beneficial  industrial 
and  commercial  enterprises  be  located  on  the  remaining 
areas  zoned  for  these  purposes. 

During  the  past  year,  the  selectmen  have  evaluated 
some  twenty-tvvo  industrial  and  commercial  inquiries. 
Only  four,  development  at  Atlantic  Terminal,  the  skating 
arena,  the  Arlen  shopping  mall  and  a  campus-stvle  indus- 
trial-commercial proposal  for  the  deRochemont  property 
on  Route  16  were  felt  to  meet  the  town's  criteria  for 
planned  development  and  subsequent  consideration  by 
the  Planning  Board. 

The  Town  has  received  $16,829.00  as  its  1972  share  of 
revenue  sharing.  On  the  advice  of  the  state  tax  commis- 
sion, and  because  the  federal  guidelines  have  not  yet 
been  clearly  defined,  we  have  deposited  the  mone>'  in  a 
special  interest-bearing  account  until  such  time  as  the 
federal  rules  are  clarified.  We  emphasize  that  this  money 
can  be  spent  only  after  approval  by  the  budget  com- 
mittee and  by  an  article  in  the  warrant  at  a  town  meeting. 

The  Town  has  secured  a  lease  for  the  Bloodv'  Point 
land  from  the  State  Highway  Department.  Although  a 
Planning  Board  Stud>'  Committee  has  not  >'et  submitted 
plans  for  its  recreational  uses,  the  Governor  and  Council 
have  accepted  a  comprehensive  development  plan  sub- 
mitted by  the  selectmen  to  meet  the  State's  time  recjuire- 
ments. 

During  the  past  >'ear  the  selectmen  have  attended  tliir- 
ty-nine  outside  community  meetings  relative  to  highv\  a>  s, 
solid  waste  disposal,  sewerage,  taxes  and  planning.  .Vside 
from  regular  local  selectmen  and  planning  board  meet- 
ings, we  have  attended  a  total  of  fortv-tvxo  other  special 
meetings  within  the  communitv .  ('ollectiv dv ,  th(\s(>  meet- 
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ings  represent  over  6,000  miles  of  travel  and  approximate- 
ly 1,400  man-hours. 

In  closing  we  would  like  to  thank  each  board,  indi- 
vidual and  resident  for  their  contributions  to  the  most  suc- 
cessful year  in  the  history-  of  the  town.

1972  has  been  an  activ^e  year  for  your  Planning  Board, 
particularly  in  the  business,  commerical  and  industrial 
zones. 

After  several  public  hearings  were  held,  planning 
board  approval  was  granted  for  the  subdivision  of  the  Jo- 
seph C.  Navelski  property  and  the  construction  of  a  skat- 
ing rink  by  the  Mugar  Group,  developers  of  the  Navelski 
property.  Approval  was  granted  for  the  construction  of  a 
250,000  barrel  storage  tank  for  no.  2  fuel  oil  on  the  Atlan- 
tic Terminal  Sales  Corp.  property.  Site  plan  approval 
was  granted  for  the  contrruction  of  an  asphalt  plant  on 
the  Atlantic  Terminal  Sales  Corp.  property  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  state  governing  agencies  concerned. 

Several  meetings  have  been  held  with  the  selectmen, 
members  of  the  Newington  Historical  Society  and  Con- 
servation Commission  to  discuss  and  offer  suggestions  for 
the  use  of  the  newly  acquired  lease  of  the  Bloody  Point 
site  from  the  State  of  New  Hampshire. 

A  meeting  was  held  with  the  director  of  the  Southeast- 
ern N.H.  Regional  Planning  Commission  to  discuss  what 
help  and  direction  they  could  offer  us  to  update  our  com- 
prehensive plan  and  zoning  regulations. 

We  thank  you  for  your  continued  interest  and  support. 
Our  meetings  are  held  on  the  first  Thursday  of  the  month 
at  7:30  pm,  and,  of  course,  are  open  to  the  pubhc.  We  in- 
vite your  participation  and  comments.

BUILDING  INSPECTOR  REPORT 

There  were  a  total  of  .34  permits  issued  during  the  year 
1973.  Of  these  permits,  four  were  ne\\'  homes,  and  two 
mobile  units  were  installed.  Six  two-car  garage  construc- 
tions were  done,  with  one  of  these  being  considered  a 
four-car  unit. 

Two  swimming  pool  units  \\'ere  installed  -  one  in  ground, 
one  on  ground.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 
AND  DISTRICT  CHIEF 

In  New  Hampshire,  forest  fire  control  is  a  cooperative 
State-town  program.  The  To\\ti  Forest  Fire  Warden,  ap- 
pointed by  the  Director,  Di\'ision  of  Resources  Dexelop- 
ment  upon  recommendation  of  the  Selectmen  and  the 
State's  District  Forest  Fire  Chief  is  responsible  for  fire 
suppression  and  other  related  duties.  The  State  shares 
equalK'  with  the  towTi  in  the  cost  of  most  forest  fires,  ex- 
cept illegal  and  careless  fires,  which  are  charged  to  the  re- 
sponsible party.  The  State  further  provides  fire  detection 
services,  prevention  programs,  fire  training  for  town  war- 
dens and  crews,  and  back  up  equipment  for  fire  suppres- 
sion. 

By  authority'  of  the  State,  the  Town  Forest  Fire  War- 
den controls  all  outside  burning  in  his  town  except  back- 
yard cooking  fires.  Any  person  wishing  to  kindle  a  fire 
when  the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow  must  obtain  a 
fire  permit,  free  of  cost,  from  the  Town  Forest  Fire  War- 
den. No  permits  will  be  issued  for  fires  between  9:00 
a.m.  and  5:00  p.m.  unless  it  is  raining,  except  for  commer- 
cial purposes. 

Please  be  careful  when  using  fire,  remember  it  can  be 
an  extremely  useful  tool  when  under  control  but  once  al- 
lowed to  run  wild  it  can  become  a  disastrous  and  de\asta- 
ting  force.  Only  you  can  prevent  a  forest  fire.

The  \e\vington  Cemetery  Committee  held  its  annual 
meeting  for  1972  at  the  Civic  Center  at  7:00  p.m.,  on  De- 
cember 5,  1972. 

All  members  were  present  except  Mr.  Kaddy. 

The  1973  budget  presented  by  Mr.  Moulton  was  ap- 
proved as  read. 

All  items  in  the  1972  budget  have  been  completed. 
This  includes  the  mapping  project  which  has  entailed  a 
great  deal  of  time  and  research  over  the  past  several 
years.  Mr.  Moulton,  who  has  done  all  of  the  work  on  this, 
will  post  the  various  books  as  of  December  31,  1972. 

One  item  that  was  discussed  was  the  repair  of  the 
fence  around  the  Western  Division  Extension  and  the 
fencing  of  the  new  cemetery  extension  (the  Southern  Di- 
vision Extension).  At  the  1972  budget  meeting,  the  Ceme- 
tery Committee  presented  an  estimated  cost  for  the  re- 
pair of  the  existing  fence  and,  also,  for  erecting  a  fence 
around  the  Southern  Division  Extension.  At  this  time,  the 
Selectmen  recommended  that  these  items  be  placed  un- 
der the  Town  Land  and  Buildings,  rather  than  in  the 
Cemetery  Budget.  Since  there  are  no  longer  any  lots  avail- 
able in  the  old  cemetery,  we  are  forced  to  go  into  the 
new  Southern  Division  Extension,  which  is  unfenced  at 
the  present  time.

Your  town's  representatives  at  the  present 
time  are  Mrs.  Robert  Lamson,  Jr.,  and  Mrs.  StiUman  Pack- 
ard, Sr.  An>'one  wishing  to  a\ail  themseh es  of  the  ser\ice 
should  call  Portsmouth  District  Xursing  Association, 
436-0815.  The  director  of  the  program  is  Mrs.  Shirley 
Quipre. 

Services  to  the  To\\'n  during  the  past  vear  included 
Clinic  programs  of  immunizations,  health  supervision  un- 
der pediatricians,  famiK'  planning  clinics,  all  of  which 
Newington's  citizens  ma\  use  free  of  charge.  l\\ent\ -se- 
ven persons  availed  themsehes  of  these  services  during 
1972.  Xursing  care  visits  totaled  24.  Persons  unable  to 
meet  the  charge  are  cared  for  free,  or  at  a  reduced  rate. 
The  medicare  program  will  onl>'  pay  for  home  health 
care  that  is  given  through  a  certified  Home  Health  Agen- 
cy. Citizens  65  and  over  who  need  this  service  receive 
this  care  in  the  greater  Portsmouth  area  through  the  Dis- 
trict Xursing  Association. 

Children  entering  school,  or  children  alreadv  in  vour 
school  svstem  whose  immunizations  are  incomplete  (such 
as  the  current  measles  risk)  ma>'  attend  anv'  Tuesdav' 
afternoon  clinic  to  receive  their  shots.  XO  charge  for  this 
public  health  care  is  made.

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CONSERVATION  COMMISSION  REPORT 

During  the  past  year  the  commission  retained  the  ser\ - 
ices  of  Moulton  Engineering  Company  to  survey-,  re- 
search titles  and  implant  permanent  concrete  posts  to 
mark  the  bounds  of  all  town-owned  lands  and  public 
landings.  Surveys  of  town  forests  have  been  completed, 
with  other  areas  to  follow  as  weather  permits.  The  cur- 
rent budget  includes  funds  for  survey  of  the  Greenland 
Xewington  town  line  and  the  implantment  of  permanent 
markers. 

A  pleasant  project,  completed  last  spring,  was  the  plant- 
ing of  1,000  Christmas  trees  on  the  old  town  forest  b\- 
our  Girl  Scouts,  4-H  youngsters,  Brownies  and  others, 
thanks  to  the  efforts  of  Mrs.  Robert  G.  Young,  Mrs.  John 
R.  Mazeau,  Mrs.  Robert  S.  Lamson  and  others  who  may 
have  assisted.  This,  so  other  youngsters  in  the  future  ma>' 
enjoy  the  privilege  of  cutting  their  own  Christmas  trees 
on  their  own  town  forest  lands. 

Overtures  for  the  purchase  of  certain  properties  con- 
sidered suitable  for  conservation  and  recreational  pur- 
poses have  been  made  during  the  past  year.  So  far  suffici- 
ent progress  has  not  been  made  to  warrant  submission  to 
the  to\\'nspeopIe  for  authorization  to  appropriate  funds 
for  purchase.  Commission  funds  being  accumulated  an- 
nually are  earmarked  for  purchase  of  options  when  and 
if  such  land  transactions  become  possible. 

Thanks  to  the  continuing  efforts  of  the  Board  of  Select- 
men, the  waterfront  land  between  the  approaches  to  the 
General  Sullivan  Bridge,  to  and  including  the  old  railroad 
station,  have  been  acquired  b\  the  town  on  a  long-term 
lease  basis  from  the  State  Department  of  Public  \\ Orks 
and  Highways.  The  Conserxation  Commission,  in  co- 
operation with  the  Planning  Board,  will  recommend 
some  beautification,  possible  limited  recreational  use 
and  preservation  as  an  historic  site. 

Members  of  the  connnission  attended  a  seminar  on 
sanitar\'  landfill  operations  in  the  state  and  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  Association  of  New  Hampshire  C>onser\a- 
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tion  Commissions  at  Con\\'a>'  last  fall. 

I'he  Xewington  Commission  also  acted  as  host  at  a 
meeting  of  Ba>'  area  consenation  commissions  to  explore 
the  possibilitN'  of  establishing  a  Piscataqua  Basin  Water- 
shed  Association  for  purposes  of  over-all  pollution  con- 
trol, acquaculture  and  best  use  of  our  unique  estuarine  re- 
sources.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  School  Board  and  the  Citizens  of  Newington: 

Newington  has  had  an  exciting  and  productive  year. 
Many  positive  changes  have  evolved.  An  excellent  staff 
at  Newington  continues  to  review  and  revise  all  areas  of 
the  curriculum.  Youngsters  are  receiving  more  individual 
attention  in  the  learning  process  with  Skill  Continuums 
being  developed  and  refined  in  the  areas  of  reading,  lan- 
guage arts,  and  math.  Combinations  of  Grades  1  and  2,  3 
and  4,  5  and  6  are  presently  being  handled  by  individual 
teachers.  Class  size  is  excellent  at  all  levels,  and  children 
progress  according  to  their  individual  abilities.  Considera- 
tion is  given  to  the  total  development  of  each  child  in- 
cluding the  physical,  emotional,  psychological,  and  intel- 
lectual. During  the  past  summer,  each  incoming  Kinder- 
gartener was  given  a  Gesell  Developmental  Placement 
Test.  Information  gathered  from  this  screening  process 
was  extremely  beneficial  to  the  Kindergarten  teacher. 
The  practice  will  continue  this  year. 

A  highlight  of  the  past  year  centered  around  recom- 
mendations given  by  the  Visiting  Committee  of  the  State 
Department  of  Education  last  spring.  These  have  been 
acted  upon  to  a  large  degree.  Staff  and  administration 
have  reported  to  the  school  board  progress  of  implement- 
ing the  committee  findings.  Recommendations  where 
changes  have  occurred  include:  classroom  structure; 
homework  pohcy,  communications  with  PTA;  in-service 
activities  for  teachers;  revised  testing  program;  skills  con- 
tinuums; planning  time  for  staff;  handbook  adoption;  \  isi- 
tations  by  staff. 

Upon  entering  the  Portsmouth  l^nion  of  JuK  1,  New- 
ington will  have  a  strong  elementar>'  program,  particul- 
arly in  the  skills  areas  of  reading  and  math.  Staff  in-ser\- 
ice  activities  under  a  released-time  policy  will  be  estab- 
lished with  the  State  Department  of  Education  and  in 
conjunction  with  the  Portsmouth  released-time  program. 
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Close  communication  and  involvement  with  Ports- 
mouth schools  \\ill  promote  healthy  exchanges  mutually 
beneficial  to  both  districts. 

Newington  has  the  potential  for  development  of  a  mo- 
del elementary  school.  The  instructional  program  is  al- 
ready exemplary  in  many  areas. 

With  continued  support  and  interest  from  the  school 
board  and  citizens  of  Newington,  the  school  will  always 
be  a  forerunner  in  quality  education. 

I  have  enjoyed  being  involved  with  the  Newington  Dis- 
trict during  the  past  four  years.  The  people  of  Newing- 
ton can  be  justly  proud  of  the  education  extended  to  its 
youngsters.
